The invention relates to strips for gripping 
carpets or the like. 

According to the invention, there is pro- 
vided a strip for gripping carpets or the like, 
comprising an elongate metal member en- 
cosed in a sheath, the metal member hav- 
ing teeth arranged therealong which project 
through the sheath. 

According to the invention, there is also 
provided a strip for gripping carpets or the 
20 like, comprising an elongate flat thin metal 
member having upstanding teeth formed 
along at least one face thereof by partially 
punching out tangs from the metal member, 
and an extruded sheath of rubber or plastics 
25 material covering the said one face of the 
metal member, the opposite face thereof and 
the two lateral edges running along the mem- 
ber, with the said teeth projccling -through 
. the sheath. ' -\ . 

30 A carpet-gripping strip embodying the in- 
vention will now be described, by way of ex- 
ample only, with reference to the accom- 
panying diagrammatic drawing in which: 
Figure 1. is ai perspective view of one 
35 form of the strip with part of a sheath of 
the strip removed; and 

Figure 2 is a cross-section through an- 
other form of the strip. 

The carpet-gripping strip 10 shown in 
40 Figure 1 comprises an elongate metal mem- 
ber in the form of a strip 12 with two rows 
of teeth or tangs 14 upstanding therefrom. 
These tangs are formed by bcnt-up. partially 
punched-out, V-shaped portions of the metal 
45 strip 12 and preferably do not lie perpen- 
dicular to the plans of the metal strip 12. 

A sheath 16 completely encloses the metal 
strip 12 except for the tangs 14 which pro- 
ject tlirough the slieatli 16 to grip a carpet 
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placed on the carpet-gripping strip 10. The 50 
sheath 16 is of o plastics or rubber material. 

To enable the carpet-gripping strip 10 to 
be fixed in position on a surface, the outer 
under-surface 18 of the sheath 16 can be 
coated with adhesive, or a double-sided ad- 
hesive tape can be lixed therealong. Alter- 
natively, holes can be formed through the 
sheath 16 and the metal strip 12 to allow 
tacks, nails, screws, or like fixmg means to 
be inserted through the carpet-gnpping strip 
10 to secure the .strip in position. 

In the form of the carpet-gripping strip 
shown in Figure 2, three rows of tangs 14 
are formed out of the metal strip 12, the 
centre row of tangs 14 being bent down- i 
wards to project through the opposite side 
of the sheath 16 from that through which 
the two outer rows project. The centre 
row of tangs 14 preferably project perpen- 
dicularly from the metal strip 14 and en- 
able the carpet-gripping strip 10 to be se- 
cured to a surface by driving the centre 
rows of tangs 14 into the surface. 

The carpet-gripping strip 10 can be manu- 
factured by extruding the sheath 16 about 
the metal strip 12 (after the tangs 14 have 
been formed) by a suitable crosshead ex- 
truding process. 

WHAT WE CLAIM IS : — 

1. A strip for gripping carpets or the 
like, comprising an elongate metal member 
enclosed in a sheath, the metal member hav- 
ing teeth arranged therealong which project 
through the sheath. 

2. A strip according to claim 1. m wnicn 
the sheath is of a rubber or plastics material 
extruded about the metal member. 

3. A strip according to claim 1 or 2. m 
which the said teeth are formed by tangs 
partially punched out from the metal strip. 

4. A strip for gripping carpets or the 
like, comprising an elongate flat thin metal 
member having upstanding teeth formed 
along at least one face thereof by partially 
punching out tanks from the metal member, 
and an extruded sheath of rubber or plastics 
material covering the said one face of the 
metal member, the opposite face thereof and
